tled university doctor. 


It wns Johann Comenlus., however, 


who /first conceived the daring Idea 
that children could he taught by the 
aid of the memory nnd the Imagina- 
tion working together, "by means." as 
he quaintly expressed It. "of sensuous 
impressions conveyed to the eye, so 
that visual'objects may be made the 
medium of expressing moral lessons to 
the young mind and of Impressing 
those lessons upon the memory." In 
other words, the good herr doctor bad 
the brlghl Idea that picture books 
could b'e useful ,to children. Comenlus 
made bts.first picture book and called 
It the "Orbls Plctus." It contains rude 
woodcuts representing objects in the 
natural world, as trees and animals, 
with little lessons about'the pictures. 
It Is a quaint volume and one that 
would cause Ihc average modern child 
not a little' astonishment wcre.lt placed 
before hlui.

'&S truly, however, as that term may 
be applied to nny other book that has 
since been written, the "Orbis Plctus" 
wns an epoch making book. It Is the 
precursor of all children's .picture 
books, and modren childhood hns great 
cause to bless the name of Comenlus.
